U. S. A,, titofe the climate of this Land of Flowera la in no tray 
Inferior as a n&ilw reaidenoe to the notable resorts of Italy, Madeira and 
Soutbecn Fmioe.** The learned s(d«itlBfc and anhac^oi^flt, Dr. Brinton, of 
the same service, report! og on the arduous oampa^nlng In the Everglades, 
oomporee the yearly mortality on the trot^ en^iged. as but 27 per thousand , 
while in llimsttrei^to 40, and in lamw IBariflrippl to ^ p<ar thonaand, A 
singular conflrmaUon of this is in tho TQlKtrtB of Capt. Menge, of Dredge 
Boat No. 1, engaged in the drainage of Ibe Okechobee, and B. £. Rose, on 
like labor on tiie Vppet Kissimmee. Baviicv fh)m twenty to forty laborers em- 
ployed summer and winter, and up to their waists in the tepid -water, not a 
case of malaria was reported in either gang. Bomething iimst be due in such 
striking examples, to pbysicai hardihood and the genuine health fnlnese of 
outdoor labor; but, with all seductions, it disposes of all r^iorta of n^atte 
arising from the PIoridB swamps.

A t ran 8- Atlantic line is projected for placing the South 
Florida tropical ti-uits in the European market, while the railway lines are 
f ragrant^Ktth Umes, lemons, dtrona, orangea In aeasoD ; and freeh Tegetablee, 
inetons, peaches, aprioota and grapes. Ezotutions are made to SL deo^es 
Itiiand at the mouth, and the supposed sites of the Spanish forts, beautiful In 
aisles of palmetto, shell beaches and white sand dunes. Oapt. John H. 
Ifolotoeh, engaged In tlie revolt agaliM Spanish oooqianey In I81S, enfeer- 
tatned Aaron Burr for a short time on this island, St. Georges, and it lia.s 
shared its hospitality with other noted semi-pirates sjid buccaneers in the 
lai«deRB period of Florida history. The ueheologlBt wUl flad a tofaagitlar 
cinerary mound on Amelia, full of bones at gnsit age mised with j)Ott>'>r)', 
commanding a wide view of the intervralng salt marshes from its summit, 
sefc against the dark ground of Cuinberiand Island. The faoe of the blufT of 
Feroandtna was made up of heaps of esculent oysters in a^patated valves, 
revMiIng an ancient eu.storo of sea-side oyster dredging, extending ov«f 
great periods. Green Cove Buiphor Springs is also another wonderful

In oontraet with the magnificent de LeonHoteU frith its comple- 
aunt of one thousand guests, unites in itself the ele^Mit omnfort of to-day 
and the mystery of Spaoiah l^end. The Ittsnriom oaaehes ot the Jaokaoik> 
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▼lUe, Tampa and Key West Railway, Invite the eaceontfon; thla new waj of 
Stepping on 1^17 matting, resting on velvat euslilcmB, tati sleeping on eareea- * 
Ing oouehes of poppy lidded Blumber, while crossing scenes of savage war- 
fare, heroic valor and brutal barbarity adds the last flavor to the dish. It is 
poor philosophy that foils to recognize the advantage, it is the small miser- 
lea that keep os ftom learning. Stanley on the Congo, or Greeley on the 
Arctic ice is liandirapped with the daily grind of nerve, mnscle and hunger 
ache; but the philosopher folio wing in a bu£fet saloon oar, studies their he- 
rolOB with a divine impartlal%* It Is evident that a great many herolo 
characters havf», been lost to history Just for the lack of these conveniences. 
A buggy brigade would find ample volunteers, and a PoUman sleeper and 
buffet saloon car would enlist whole nations — ^In tiwnepork. It Is apparent, 
from the window of the smoker, that poor old Qulxotie Fonoe de Leon was 
all wrong in that Baptist theory.

The South Florida, and those branches treated of, may be regarded as 
local to Sanford and its environment. It budndes tiiat portion of the road 
Whloh went into operation June 1, 1880. 

But from that the road rapidly pushed its connections, opening ap the 
country as It progressed, and strengthening its associations at all important 
points. At that time ^d later, the conditions of travel on the St. Johns 
river wero eKooedlB^y dissgrednble. OtHitaroUed by a monopoly, or oaDterted 
by individuals or companies without sufficient capital to command public con- 
fidence, the demand for a reformation was Immediate and pressing. It led to 
Hie Institotion of ^e People's Line, ISm name ItBeU expreteing a protest 
against monopoly, which entering definitely into the Plant InvestmeDt system, 
became an aseuranoe to the public of good faith, honorable dealing, and what r> 
Is more, a swift and oomfontble pasmge and direct rati eosneettons. It is 
no part of tbts Itinerary to find fault or censure rival lines. It is to their 
interest to make travel pleasant, but an isolated part is free to dump the 
^veto at Its tonnlnus, leaving him to the mercies of stevedore and im- 
pertbMiit soUflilon. All that was xelcamed by liie eetiblMmittit of tiie 
^e^B^ Use. A common responsibility and mutual dependence made the care

As U to complete the 
moral xadoa If eeata. Halsted, £. B. Haskell and Mr, B. H. Polsifer, of the 
Boston Herald, became Interested and provided the most of the capital. It was 
signlfloant of a sound union between the North and South, contradicting the 
proaoriptiona of the period. The road was open for freight and travel to 
Orlando by Deo. 1, 1880. Itwas a careful, Uirifty, eooiMmis road, adapted to 
the limited but growing business of the county. It was extended to Kisslm- 
mee and opened for business March, 1882, and, entering Into the Plant syndi* 
eate, was jessed through to Tampa, and opened to travel Fob., 1884. In the 
following years It extended branches to Pemberton's Ferry, connecting with 
the Tloritbi Southern, and to Bartow, in Polk, conneotiQg with the same line 
to Punta Gorda. Each step has been baaed iqwn acnmd buBtnaea prinoiplea. 
The original narrow gauge HBB otmttniiediBitOliuaiititeiEei^ of Ifsoomteetfanui 
required the standard. 

This pn^fressive development, neither sluggish nor immature, but alwajTS 
competent to tiiedemai^lua ehaEaoterized the general manageouant. Ittaaa 
adopted every comfort, conTenlence and gaf^uard for trayel as it appeared. 
The track le 40-pound steel rails, soundly ballasted and undtr eoostant Buper-

life by any trav<eler in its coaches. Wharton's improved safety switches, and 
patent boxes avoiding aimojance by smoke, are among the ordinary pre- 
oautf ona. It has prodded the degant buffet boudoir imdor ooaobes and 
patent Pullman eleeperp. WMle It has thus kept pace with modran tmprove- 
ments, this example of a road originated and conducted by energetic young 
man of Orange counly, is a lesson of example to our young business men of 
tlie jSoutb, and an aasuxanoe to trarel of experienced, oarefol management. 
It Is believed there is no line covering a like extent, or brought in contact 
with so novel physical and business oompUcatlonB, that can show as onlf ocmly 
pleaaaattttid aaooenAilzeocKd.

Like Fort Betd, but move IMBBt and rural. No village and square of 
shops breaks the park-Uke dtfrtenfrftn : but there Ag white pioket fences and 
avenues leading to a lom^ooM Bovthem cottage, that seems to have bcoeid> 
eneti it> eaves into a fana bonee. The orange groves reach out around tt, 
and mauk the stabllnp and oo nsoi vi ^ory.

oouliBses of arborage, tall white pioket feooee and utiles on miles of orange 

groTee, In saperb order, and maBtorehip of wealtii — the grand Whltner and 
Foster groves. We dip by younger trees, looking sparse by contrast ; lean 
saw palmetto and purpling puddles hj the wayside, and the swalra of green 
hamaok iridn&ldi neaxer tlie Uoe; and neuw, on it, Ofer covering and 
inclosing It like a roof. We are going through a dark evergreen tunnel. At 
etutHa. elde, solid bb a watlf the thick btack-greeu impenetrable mass of foliage 
riaee. 1% IslQce a wall, as tf blasted out of the solid, dense bloek of graatto— 
pomegranata, of OOQCBe, but It Is not that, and Lt is hard to describe. Every 
tree, and they are Uilok as an army in column, rank In rank, crowded 
shonldw to shoolder, breast to back. A huge cypress, six feet through, 
bulges up out of the olive brown water; a green, snake-like creeper gxapplSB 
* it in rising spirals, throwing out tendrils leafinft lazily a yard apart. Over 
that again is a mass of jaamine, greeubriar, h&ae, bignonia, ananas, mosses, 
air plants, fmigi^d^ a fllnmi^e of TsgsAatfam on a single tree. Bnttiieteees 
are densely crowded. Cypreaa, \»^, cedar, magnolia, live oak, water oak, 
willow, water maple, white oak, and reeds, Tttebes, butomas, vallisneria, 
SMnaoenia, ohol^g, sorunblbig, blaekesitng tram the oopper^irowa poola be- 
low to the lofty pencilled foliage above. But there are gaps; hoUovra in the 
solidity like natural caves, on which the grass Is long, thick and fine, and 
the ground spongy with moisture, and again the juegle overflows the road, 
iBoUd, massive as ever. On» begins to recognize a task of angtneering. 
Dynamite wilt do no good here; mechanism is at fault, as it is apt to be com- 
bating organic nature. That black, venomous looking mass must be tonght 
' luud to Initd, axe, fdok and spfte. 

"We skip out into a flat of smoky pools, damp green patches and into the 
pines, bearing an undergrowth of lyrate leafed oak. We come to reeogntse It. 
Aft«r the sawmill has skbmed the pine wood, the swamp white oak rushes up 
to take Its place ; &116 the gaps as fast as opened. The white oak means a 
saw mill, houses, fences, gardens, groves hard by. Wo pass a sour jungle of 
gall berries, of scrub palmetto, the spurs of Lake Jesup gkirmishii^ up to the 
roadside in diaip re-entering enrve*. The throttle ta^es afit; It yells 
a de^p bass horror; it is terribly n<irvnu3, and it has a hoarse, horrible cold. 
But it bellows as if in frightful terror and dismay. Are we about to tumble 
m«t the edge of tbs wmrld? We peep canMously out. Pshaw I a half doeen 
lean, bone-pI<*ed oonHt, adiaiiied to be small as a mutton, but pert, bleae 
yon, tossing their lean trtilps of taUs, and stopping to shake ibeur dry, horny 
heads as It they meant something. 

A quiet old fiashioned country road pokes out in a bo-peep fashion and 
goes swaggering across the rails, to hide in the " bay head " beyond. As the 
eye turns from following, it (lushes a rambling rail fence and raw clearing, 
and then a cabbage patch ; reepeotable bui^faep-Uke oabbage too, broad in the 
girih, solid in tliebase; then the blank end of a church and belfry, neat 
offices, cottages. A street comes lilting down the hillside from a quite 
" d^tiy," 1. e. piotnresqne dwelUng on its crowii. ' It is peaked, portlcoed in 
a feather of vines and foliage, and orange ffmm, Wfi^m m9$onh gtiltltllg. 
^Vhy, yee, it is a town— Ovledo.

On lea^fT the station at 8a»tod, tile grade xisee gradually, as tbe 

tniiTelier from tlie window of his boudoir saloon looks on tbe sliding panorfr- 
ma. The low, boaree music that the wheel whlspexs to the rails begins. 
Sklrttng patches of sour-looking verdure, speaking of hard pan, and raw sol- 
pbnr wrung from the v^etatton. Shallow pools glance by and the lyrate 
leafed oak begins to show among the slender pines on the low, tumid ground. 
Another generation will And the white oak to succeed the pine that so long 
lumped the eoll. - is 

The ground tilts and shifts by low inclination, but the ascent soon be- 
comes evident, ^bls scenery is not like that covered on our road to Iiake 
Jeeup. C^TStal tiske to not fortiAed tn the dense hamaxSBUBi tmh» Jmap. 
The water comee bmok]^ iq> to a shelviDg beach, and there Is a boat house on 
the right, and a yoimg grove eomlng down to it and reaohlng out over the 
hUls, We ai>peaf to otobs a natmitl embankment that divides it from Lake 
Maiy, bat m tba west Its arm mafeee a grand rlT8r4ifce bend to tite offing. 
The road parts the yomig groves, but as wo slide south, the- plne wood re- 
opens in double dlstanoes. A gentle slope resembles the vudshtng point; 
b«t while the egwls reoon oiled to it, euddai^abliie dtainnoeof tncert efeonses 
the low Bky line and we feel dieated. A few mflas totliwliijfaiii aeeendins 
grade and we are at Longwood. 

1%IS is a oommanding point between the southern extremity of Ijftke 
Jesup, aitd the nest of -mineral springs thai forms the main source of the 
Wekiva. Over these depressions a broad llattened carapace of clay lies like 
a saddle, with one stirrup at Clifton Springs on Lake Charm and the other 
on the Wekiva. A large, handsome hotel, for the accommodation of flft^ or 
sixty gnests, faces the plaza, Itdd off in squares for a lawn of tropical fruits, 
The town is adorned by a beautiful churcti, and school building, besides a 
nnmher of bn^ness boases. The moirt important industry of the vlolnlty Is 
the mill machinery for cutting and mouldlog the fine woods of the adjacent 
oountiy. These include tbe curled pine, the cypress, red cedar, Cedralia 
odorata and the red bay. The first has a marvel ously graceful grain, which 
under polish Is one of the moet beautiful woods for pauelliag. The bay, or 
Florida mahogany, in another delicately fine grained wood whose sinuous 
curves and exquisite shading rival mahogany. These trees are found in the

that it honestly is what it assumes to be, a water of singular purity and 
freehesB, oo&tainiiig Iq 10,000 parts, 16 Inorgaziie matter, 10 oisaiilc, 25 real- 
dne, with txaem of ctdoddee awl stdplute of lime. Tbxee and a hUf mlleB 
weat of Altamonte are Hooeler and Sbepbord Sprtogs. It is a wild, roIUi^ 
oonntry of parks and groves, crossed by the old country road. The first bulges 
up a huge boiling yolume of pure, cold sulphur water, strongly impr^nated 
with magaeeiaaiidoUiar soUnes fouQd peeo^arly ^ftsaotoiialii Aeomatioeom- 
plaints. Shepherd Spxiog stands in a jungle, a dcirkpool of peculiarly clear 
water, that looks {{olden in tiie light, and saturated with teon. and sulphur, 
t^medloal qnaBti«e of wtddi u« an Indian ttadtUon. Itwas tiie onstom of 
tiip medicine men in using for healing purposes to first hreathe upon it, In- 
voking the aid of the Great Spirit. Cooaoooohee, the true hero of the Florida 
war, said fJiat whan the spirit of his twin sister oame to him from Vke land of 
souls, she ofTered him a cup of pure water which ehesaid came from the spring 
of the Great Bpliil, " aod tl I should diink of It I shooid nAmn and Uto wttb- 
her forever." 

Bot wo htnre not soggeeted wliat Is the great bmnt^ of AltaaumteSpilnBS. 

It is 1 he cluster of lakes surrounding the hotel, Orienta, in front, reaches 
into the forest in grand liver-llke bends, losing itself in possible remote di&< 
tftnoes. On the oiSax i^e fs tlie bright pool of Adeklde, on ilie borders d 
which a light wooden pavilion stands over its own refleottoo. 33ie snmnmiA' 
inghills.crowned with handsome viUas In bronze and yellow facings, oome down 
from their orange orchards on smooth wooded slopes. The lawns are sot in 
shrabbnjr and eepaliMB, with ixailing vinea and vases full of flowering jdants. 
The perspective is (Crossed with thp low farm fences and orange groves, and 
beyond, the mystery of cedar knolls and lakes In cultivated fields. 

At Mmey*B tfaere is an Inerement of groTes on tlie Bne ; a petttlbf lake 
bordered with golden canopies adjoins the old mill sttQ, and a factory. 
Aofoes the sonny haze is a line of picket fences, groups of onnge trees iooiUng 
owtg fhem. A narrow gauge road oonneots wttii the main stem and transfiBrs 
tiia tourist to the shadowy Forest C^ly vtolaage These people persist In 
Ktyllng their villa humes cities, but it a gracious providence that they are not. 
The rus in wrbe in decidely more rm than ur&e> and all the prettier for It. 
Forest City Is thus a stretch of pretty villas, grovee and tmek gardens ar- 
ranged along a winding cluster of lakes in the forest. It displays in architec- 
ture and llorlculture those traits by which South Florida is gradually assum- 
ing tbe appeacanoe of Italy ; not In <^tmate alone, but III tbe estomal Imbfte 
of living t(hailMloag to a wealthy rural I'K 'vinee. 

THE MAIN LINE. 

There are artificial stoneworks at Mayo, oo the main line, from which we 
reBume our excursion after a jaunt to Forest diy, and eottai^ and young 

groves, looking; awkward as squab pigeons, excess of leg and scant of feather* 
Far reaches of woodland with mottes of green bamaek on them. A grassy 
pool and qidet country road ooming in by young groves. The gronnd Bwe^ 
and undulates, breaking the perspective again into double distances. There 
are swales and hamacks, and patches of spruce, setting its finely divided 
foUage against tiie s)(y. A ptotora^ ehureh points Ite spire upward ;

It has a shallow shelv- 
ing border of still green confervfe, twenty or thirty fdet out ; but then it drops 
to tfran^ or more feet of depth. One observes odd lltOe eroes^ like finger 
boards, at the sides. One can read on the side faofaig the bank the admoni- 
tion : "Don't shoot the aUigatore," but it requires craning a good deal to 
read the reveise side, to the sauriana : " Don't Ute the bathers, " but this is 

THE T.^|a!aifn OF TOBH'B HOLE. 

In the days of the pro-ooQ8«li^j>B there lived a few miles below Orlando, 
on Idbke iXanmj, a family wltoee motiiw oalled its head John. This mother 

was a thrifty housewife indeed, and kept herself and children by raising 
poultry, while John fished, hunted and jobbed out, doing chorea of clearing 
and plowing aft«r he had begged and planted his *nreet potato sets— ^fti 
patch. The ohickenB enjoyed thla happy go-lucky o itdoor life quite aa miioh 
M John, and Increased and multiplied mightily and ^ere fat and firm of flesh 
and oUy of feather. When they reached that succulent age when they may 
be vKpeetod to dine out like ^lodns lidiliid the arras, Va* John gathered 
them Into coops, which John bound with rawhide to the wagon-bed and 
hitched to his ox team, to cany them to the Orange House, at Fort Bold. In 
those days there was no house north of Orlando to Fort Beid, and wayfarers 
nooned md. roasted a eow's rib or venison chop on a stick over the coals, 
while the oxen fed and strayed at this round pool. It was late in the spring 
ohiokan eeaBcm, the iray was hot and doa^, and by the time John and his 
steera reached this oasLs they were droiighly and tired. He drove down the 
gentle slope, the tired steers plucking np at the sight of water, and shamb- 
ling into a clumsy trot into the water, John woa'd and woa-hawed, at the 
pttdi of his eexapaee and tiqeged vainly at tbe gnldeiope Oil their B 
was no use. The beasts wanted water, water down their hot throate and on 
their hot flanks. John yelled, and cracked ills long thonged, short-handled 
Oow whip, and woa-hawed (A Southern ox driver says Woa-haw when a 
Northern driver sa;^ Gee-up ; a sectional point for [thilology) but to no pur- 
pose, John gave the rebel yell ; the chickens cackled, and the stubborn yoke 
plunged on. Plunged on and over the steep, deceptive brinJt into deep water, 
dfownlng ttemsatvea and the ohl^iiai poor 3i0m honly eaoaptng wlth^ 
loss of team, freight and ittf^iesL fiv«r titm ta WBmomy Btliiorttaa It 
was eaUed Jolm's Hole. 

Even In tiioaa da^ Mtftiand (prmomofd HetUm*) bimcb was renowned 
for the picturesque beauty of its landseapQi. A chain of lovely lakes from 
Ivuhoe, In Orlando, Bowena, Ylrglnfa, Berry, Mlzell, Osceola, Maitland and 
BowoUs, form a diain falling away into Howell's Creek that empties into 
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Lake Jesop. On th« other efaleot the raUrosd, Molbot (hiiBte»T. II, 
S. of R xxlz, E..stthe«nMiMatM«tlS,litaBk»,lsBpiivI«ktt;lUft, 

Hope mid Charity extending np to the %Hcinity of Orlando, whtoh dtaill off 
Into tbe east bFaoch of the WekiTa, emptjying into the Hi. Johns. W« mn 
oMutag tlio orart of Hw wwotiy Inmb wUch tiM wttst flows to svsi^ poteksC 
the oompaj^s.

We draw up at s new, hsndstHne depot In sslyls of anddteetan tostttt 
the hnndsomo villaa sunk In dt^iiste groves of orange am! shrubberj'. The 
-waUu, bjr residenoes with wide open lawns In the cool of forest trees, and 
psfterres of flowers. u« vesy InvUiBg. There is Bplseopal Ghnroh, xitho- 
dist Cburnh and lt8 baodsome pn.r6nnagi>. Bt^utlful drives that deeosnd to 
rustio bridges overhung by live oak and magooUa, and slnptng Iswna ri<di 
In ofsage, lime sad l^oo. A besntttol pwh has been laid out within the 
oorporate UnUt?. Just north of Maitland btan(di, s plofctiresqne point, and 
John's pool Is set like a Jewel at the intersection of four broad main high- 
wsys, over whose white picket fence border the olosteced orange hangs in 
rtab girfd and gteen. The town was fltstl^ out fey Maler M. B. IfHfa a^ 
tb. George Pftokwnod. the town hall waa built, and Jud^'o McBrayer, of 
Kentucky, wae followed by a number of refined and oulUvatod t^«Tiii«*a., In- 
dolging in elegant respeeta lilBll e e . Oen. MMm. Ifc. Patton and soma others 
setMed In the Tiolnlty, end the dev^opment of Mr. Beealey's grove^ of Keo> 
tuek7, who had planted on Maltl&nd branch in the early sereaties, was fol- 
lowed by the maturing of many others. A. large, elegsnt and roomy hotel 
wasestaUisbSd at the Park Honse. whioh has steaffily kept Us plMOiod 
popularity among the famltie^i of eolidmenfemtiMWtgt and flootl^ bmfBt 
easy accomodations for fifty guests.

The annual ineremaat 
of shipment from this and t^e adjoining oountieB is eQormouB, and yet It forme 

scarcely an integer lu the world'a maxket. The glut is always local, the 
prices varying one or two dollars per box at points contiguous, as Boston, 
Flitladelphta and KewTorfc. 

In production of Southern staples, eotinn ranj^es at 500 pounds per acre. 
C^mgea, arranged in grove form, eight yards apart, will contain 12 trees to 
the acre. If we estimate a bearing gxove at 500 apples, or three and a half 
boxes to the tree, 3 J multiplied by 73 18352 boxes per at-re, which at 80 pounds 
per box is 20,160 pounds per acre. That Is, one acre of the fniijr.AUiS a ft^^ht 
car, which it taices 40 aorea of the staple to fill. 

The next station, by handsome ipomidB on ^e east and a Jake cm the 
w^t, is Wileox, but we may now dispense with su bo 1 visions, wo are In Or- 
lando. A. mile or two more and the train draws up amidst a frenzy of n€gro 
hoM dnunmets. idtontiiig ttie excellence of their entertainment, at the hand- 
some depot. OKiiANPO. 

The growth of Orlando is phenomenal. It stands tmrivalled in Southero 
olfy growth. TSo great Uxtory, no mine or oU well draws a fiMlittons or de^ 
pendent population. Its entire capital is the wealth of the surrounding 
groves and track gardens, and its unrivalled climate. It has built no road; 
It has established no public fair ; has never spent a farthing In printers' ink. 
li has founded no college nor other pnbllo Institate to invite popolatloD, yet 
nil thf^se things have come to it. In fact, Orlando is the creation of the Indi- 
vidual enterprise of her private citizens, entirely independent of the munici- 
p^^. BMEtod at the putlng of the ivafcera, theyoimg etty has rested on hec 
Biiperb natural advantages. If she has built no public park she can point to her 
throne in the midst of sixteen fair Isikes within her limits, and grand orange 
gecms on her stzeets, andolaJm that Orlando Is all park, the most beaotifal 
pwk In the world. 

Attention was called to it in a series of letters, from 1870 to 1877, to the 
Gineinnati Commercial and the Boston Courier, and It became a resort for in- 
vallds suffering with rhevnatle, asUmtatie md long dlse«3es. It nsed to be 
pitiful, patiit'tic. toppe ttif^m sit ting about In the open (lirif woodB^^at Orhmtio 
Umk was, enjoying the pungent breath of the amber scents and enjoying the 
rtoh aonthom sunshine. Mr. Soioinerlin bollt tfae eourt house at a ttmethe 
cash for it was county scrip, and added the Sum merlin House, pleasantly 
sltil^ed on Lake £oia. The South Florida Bailroad opened travel. It la the 
keynote to Orlando's prosperity, for as the fmit growers prospered, their su- 
perfluous gains were invested in flue stores and warehouses. The visitor can 
hardly find a handsomt^ store, hotel or bank that does not go Kaclv directly to 
the orange grove. Others contributed. A tourist and his family, spending 
his summer vacation, was pleased with ^e sitiiatifm and bonght an aere in 
town, be^'inninj; to huiid. Before the carpenters were out of the houses they 
were sold anil the capital doubled. The fame of transactions, familiar and 
firaqnent as this, was a more active pnblloa^n amoi% victors, speonlatofB* 
settlers, than the press. It was sound beoftasft it xested (Hi'tl^ajlita&iat 
fmltfuiness of its groves and gardens.

The train lAldtie down the divide between Boggy and Shingle eraek, 
through B sparsely settled r^ion, not yet fully redeemed from the cattlp men 
and small holders, who do a stroke of business occasionally In having their 
sto^ van oveaf 1:7 a train. The road pa^ for thlB|eifeBd beel^ and aaks no 
questions, ao ail parties are satisfied. It Is "Que in yellow pine wid naval 
stores. Mid thrae are large bodies of ftne arable land. Example le aeeit at 
MflSlttnon, a way station, postoffloe and aaw ndll, having young groves thtmt 
it. Sis miles beyond, under an arch and green tunnel of hamack growth, 
and Lake Tohopekallga breaks in view, with its long, low green shore, its 
dostered Ifilande. and the ahlnlng city of KiBsimmee In the foreground. 

Kiesimmee City dates substantial^ from 1883. It had been settled before. 
Old Ivan Erieson, a Norwegian, whose exploration of the slid I mounds is 
referred to by Brinton, located 011 it when it was a cow range. Mr. Bobert 
Ba8B<deai«d and settled on the hammodE tn 1870, and Mo]. Allen, Sr., a yeta 
or two later. In 1881-2 Capt. K. E. Kose, of the Okeechobee Drainage Com- 
pany, brought his young family to the wild, and began boldly the constnio- 
tlea itf bmla^ dredges and rmfOxm and xe^r of woxte neeeiaM^ to gl- 
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guaHlamtAaAaSdng. TMb oourage and &e novelty at tiie enterptteo ot dniA* 
tegaa area half as large as the Kew Eogland States attracted general atteo- 
%on. The Soutli Florida Bailroad bad already struck out tor this point, con- 
teinplatiiig the Kissimmee river as a good water adjunct, corresponding to 
tbe St. Jofans. to th^ Uae. Ool. Aderlt^ weetod a hia/beA, and ontioin viriton 
flocked in. Mr. W. A. ^itri A bought a press, built and improved an addition 
to the town laid off by tiie railroad, JBut the onion ot the South Florida. 
Baltaoad in ttteflant Investanent Onmpiy^ oonstnictton trouk thatpobit to 
Tampa of a railroad, diverted attention from the river route, and there ap- 
peared to be a lulL At that time Mr. Patrick's press was taken in lAatgt and 
1^ JNtter-iSteeei founded, tiie publisher joining in the energetic proteBfe of Oapt. 
B. E. Boee and othere ttiat Ktseimmee (IJyiffias tboniAtinl Mid ajBCMiaMy 
headqufirtorp of the gi'eat drainage scheme. 

It led, after some correspondence with Mr. Forbes, Mr. Disston and parttea 
in liitereBt, to tiie appolntaiuiit of ICr. WllUam Ounum to &a land agency at 

Eisslmmee City. No more stttklQg or Important service was done to the 
young city at a critical junotnie tbma. this appointment. The municipal In- 
oorpatlon wm reformed. offloOTed, tbe town platted, streets ditehed and 
drained, and by January, 1885, it assumed the appearanoe of a charming little 
city destined to grow. The price of lands rose 600 per cent., a nati<mal banlt 
was established, population reduplicated, and rose from an electoral voto 
of nine to soma three bimdxed, and rows of handsome boaineBS housee were 
tndlt in every part of the town. It is now one of the liveliest, most progres- 
etVB jomg oiMes in South Florida, of some 2,000 population ; the prospective 
oount^emtofthenewooiiiitjot Osaeci3a» supported by a rich ooontry in ^ 
thousands of acres of newly drained lands, especially adapted to sugar cane. 
The revival ot tiiat favorite staple promises to tMld a source of wealth to 
South Florida, rivalling the orange. Capt. B. £. Boss had. In the present 
year (1887), two hundred acres in cuie and fifty or sixty in com, on land he 
had crossed over in his steamboat two years before. A plant for centrifugal 
evaporator and reOnery Is in course of coastruetiou, and ie perhaps com- 
pletod by &U6 time the reader folhMis Hiaee Unes. Tha eefc of tiie yew 1868 
will be by Capt. Rose 700 acres, and his successful manipulation cannot fall 
to bring to Florida the sugar pliuitare of Louisiana, thiis freed of the danger- 
ous flbods of tbe MtBeisaippl. 

The Tropical Hotel, with accommodation for 125 guests, is one of the 
most beautiful of Southern hotels, most beautifully locate*. Fronting on 
the bright waters of Lake Tohopekaliga, in the midst of a graceful lawn 
amcog tiie pines, from its lofl^ obe^vatozy above, the whole ample panorama 
lies mapped in vivid color. Yachts, sail and row boats are furnished and 
there are hundreds of pointa accessible to the s|>ortsman or pleasure parties. 
Fextlee run to Bouthport, «t tbe lower end of lAke l^hop^Eallga, m& eos- 
nect with transportation to the Ehglish colony of Kimoossee, on EastTohop- 
ekaliga.

Oonstantly In croaHiiig tha broad, oo^ bottoms of Beedy, titihiglu auU Buimot 
oreekfl we observe Hie htunors of moist shading In t3ie iBUttmerabla tones 
of groen. The variety devfilopod in one single Immsck Is wonderfully px- 
presglve, and is brlghteuod by such pletoresque sites as OampbeU's Station. 

Hr. OampbeH Is a i^oneer Bettler, and was a Oonfednrate sotdlw as stub- 
txtrti and Impregnable In bAttlc, as provident and Indii^^tiinus iia a planter. 
Bearing twelve wounds on his person, his hardihood, something In his bold, 
genial obaraotor, rocalls Doodle Diomont, of Obadte's Hope, in Soott's novel 
of c-\iy Mannerlng; noarla the otter hiint> andthepdmePaiiiparand Mmrtard 
breed lacking. 

Soenerji' of character su peculiar ii&nnul fiul of liistorie ossticlalion. Tiie 
gtade aoRMB tiieae qnaUng mosasa mwt have beeo bnpmitlflaible to all but 
the light r<M)tt*it Indian. It is associate^l with an incident t)f de Soto's 
maroh, Uie night ride of Oonsolvo de SUv^tre- De Soto had found a bridge, 
a CiUsn log across the nuMaas. and crossed wt^ his advaneed giutd. He 
novvsjiid to the yottng oavallar: "To yotir lot has lUlen the best horse in 
the army, and the more work jron wHl have in oonaequMiee, for we have to 
assign you the most dlfflcolt tasks that occur. Betom and tell Lids de Moeooro 
to follow UB with the army and to dispatch you shfWHi with provisions for our 
8iipi»Iy." That bold night ride, after passing a "vast, plain" vfesl of lohl- 
puctiisai^aa, near Plant City, ran parallel to the present railroad line. The 
Wahoo, or Holy Swamp, whloh de Soto attempted north of Ichlpaohlsaeea, 
and fallpd, lies bniwefin Long. 82 de^z., min. and HI dog., -Ifi min., and Tjat. 
28 deg., 10 mla. and 28 deg. 30 min>, iorming not only tlio souroe of the 
WltUaooodiee, but <a Hawks, fiaUi^ into the Oeklswaha, Horaa^ Davwiport, 
Eeedy irit'i titf Kiri>!liHinf>e, and Calos (Ciiarh y i Apnpka and Peace Creek, 
falling into riiiirldUi! Harbor. Ml of these, including the 6ea(>h Water 
branch uf tlie Hil Is) rough, emptying into Tampa Bay, How to every point 
of the compass from an exact center on the Sand Hills, Lat. 98deg.» 13 min.. 
Long. Rl (lug., 40 min., within si mile or two uf old Fort DavenpoH. The 
army maps abow the trails, and there was none other for do Soto, nor indeed 
lor Km tallraad grade bofclinttaken. mBfeotfaaswIiotnMdtlW TCfvtolvMWSd 
the itinerary, which rarrics ttie march north and east, or northeast from 
f chlpudhisaasa, the old Foxtowo setUemoits in Hiltoborotigh. The twelfth

abore the sea. The railroad grade asoenda by the first steppe or terrace, 
ranging from 65 feet at Lake Tohopekaliga to SIO feet at Lakeland. A series 
of beautiful lakes and pools %re formed oa this and the succeeding terraces, 
a^^tng as wbidatfs or -vautUvtors, reaenrliig tbe salt frMhuew of the Gulf 
wind. As we leave Campbell's by some meadows Into a covert of eabbaige 
pdliaa lifting their tufted tops above the rank, sodden pools, we pass a saw 
mill and "Lake ZioQk«. Besldenoes and terma appear and far atevfySum of 
vision across some lake. An energetic settlra* and Kn gl fs h oompany have oat 
tbziee and one-half mites of canal and are engaged tn miawdsng tlMae 
meadows, which will be astonishingly fertile. 

Davenport Creek is tlie liij^ poiiit 3S0 feet above the em. We eross a swale 
by a round pool, and pass a line of fence aod into a stretch of rolling lands, 
entering to Haines City, showing the neat, handsome Improvements common 
to ttte Itee. We pass miom hmaofca a&d ^tea woods, and tiielianaeB t^mtetr 
more thickly at Bartow Junction. It la a high, immy point with a charmlnf? 
highland lake, which our artist has caught, but no photo can show the miles 
of ahbodng Trata*, like a xivor la the hills, and the v^eAstMao fresh vttb ver- 
dare as if newly washed. 

We sweep down tiie open pine woods on the Bartow branch to try the new 
oonneotion. The land is rolling, the great river-like laJie stUl visible tmtll we 
dip Into spongy mush meadows, and rashes lying ta great hreod^ ctf green, 
like a rough sketeJi of the Carolina rice meadows we crossed en route for Sa- 
vannah. The land rolls In smooth, round waves, and in each hollow Is a 
tooadfbil^t pool, like Artiinr'a shield , Lakes CammlogB, Osnon, Shlpp, Howe^ 
Koteti. In this way we dip by open pines, and by another lake, like tiie frag- 
ment of some favorite ilverthe emigraut lound it imponlhle to part with, and 
80 brought it South with tbe rest of his pe nates. is a h^dsome 

ehnioh ; a lan«l office like a eoeked hat ; a school house, and piettyf pictur- 
esque residences in paling fences, It i.s Wint<'r Haven, and you reoognlze !t 
with pleasure as the prospective site of the houth Florida Presbyterian Col- 
late. We leave ^e string of head-Uko lato, under a smo^ light, only to 
see another with a wool of mossy foliage stooping from high banks to the 
water, and come into the flat woods. The^r look like forest taaturases, so dark, 
gloomy, and untamed in their reoessea ; birt tiie gold«t light flows tai It and 
through It and over a love^ terrace crowned with a handsome station and 
depot, and a bright lake UIgs a new fallen moon. It is pietl^ enough to pro- 
voke question, and onr afttii has presecred tt. 

There Is a fiunlly Ukefflaas in Hitm forest scenes to the landscape tn Or> 
ange ; but it has also its characteristics. The hard-wood trees which are 
found clustered in hamauke Id Orange, and overgiown with parasitic growth, 
Are more separated In Folk. Xt makes a variety In Tnaadoo of foliage more 
like forests further North. The pronnd ; we do not mean the soil, but the 
tone of reflection that strikes the eye, is darker, blacker. The live oaks are 
noUe, massive trees, and teolatlcm has preserved tbelr natural fimns and «r> 
rangement of branches. We pass mottes of tiiem; by rural honic.'^ in cane 
ami groves surEoanding them. Familiar oohbi^ roads aroe6» but carefidfy 
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•raid «qr Biioh intlmMsy aa BtroUing along aide hf sUft. In this wtig, w» 
Mtir * 0iral« or Im^. and out of its motot, spongy gram ass, cme • ^ 
skinned woodland, to a pretty depot; a latiier humble oouotry Inn, and jou 
are at Bartow. No. it Is on the outektrts of Bartow, whose peaka'andgsblsB 
show a half mile south.

Bleb land lies on a gentle slope, a beauldful gje&m lawn, ivttii handsome 
Improremeuts suggesting the appropriateness of the name. A young orange 
grove lies o»t from Dade City, and there are fences and fnrmed fifld^, and 
deep green hamacks follow, with beautiful live oaka standing on muiBt, 
spongy paottme. ^evild oatUe toea th«jr horns and go soazxTtiigflfl^ trat so 
Ughtily onthe springy turf they seom to fly. By Owensboro, Macon, CMcrie, 
laid out in r^ular streets and squares, and to the long, broad awning, rsd- 
roofed atatloa and depot at Pemberton's Ferty. It was here Ifaj. Dade's 
oommand, " on the 27th reached the Withlacoochee and camped." They had 
marched six miles in open order. Three weeks later Captain Hltohooek 
found the dead aa they lay firing from the breastworka— thirty dead bodies, 
liajor Dade and Oaptein Fiasser a little farther with tiie advaaoe guard. Xbe 
command was literally wiped out. It wsis the tragedy of Custer's nommand 
anticipated. It was from here they set out that high Giiristnias week. But 
at this very point, a month later, Qm. Qainea with six oompaolee was be- 
sieged for awfeek, till rations were r^ueed to one pint of com per day, and 
meat rations of horse beef and do^ pork. Let as turn from Uiose fierce old 
tales. 

Mr. Pemberton established himself at the ferry in 1875 and began his olear- 
inir Til 1877-8 he pot a post ollice by biX'oiiiinfj[ security, and diverted the 
Tampa itiuii by this route. Uis enterprise induced others, and the surround- 
tng area Is well set in some ten ^Mvosaad orange trees. l%e OoTemmwattls 
t^npage^l In clearing out aud rendering the Withlacoochee navigable to this 
point, wliich will contribute greatly to the lumber interest, by bringing the 
grand groTee of oedar, cypress, Florida mahogany, whloh Ititett, aooeeitfbfo. 
Fruit gaxdeuing is also a lively interest centering at tiUapcdnt, and the fishing 
and hunting are undoubtedly excellent. The present town is made up of 
some half dozen realdenoes, two Btotea,the poet offloei depot and a large hotel 
for the entertdnment of forty or flf^ gnesta. There are five tracks laid at 
the i unction, and a railroad bridge spans the river below the sawmill and 
teiry, and the scenery is one of the wildest, most romantic on the whole 
route. It is at the Jtmotioa of the Florida Sontliem uid South Florida roads. 

The passage from Lakeland to Plant City crosses a spur of the sand hills 
and passes from the loam on to l&e mail lands of the coast. The town ia one 
of Burprlsii^ beauty, newness and aoti^ly. It oompetea with Ltdceland tn ilie 
Intersection of the Florida Bailway aud Navigation line to Charlotte Barbor, 
and the South Florida, and central to the old Foxtown settlement of an older 
generation and the stiU older truck gardens and Spanish Mission at Iehl> 
pnohifwina, founda its present prrapertty on the past. One of the evidences of 
this Is a population of two thousand inhabitants. But its relation to the older 
oolsnjr and development is se^ in an orange tree some six miles norUi, 
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whloh meMoras six teei seren Inehea in girtli« four feet Crom the ground, and 
bore a crop the paat (M»iw»on of twttve th^iiA'ivd ni-nn4^^, of which eight thon- 
saiid wtjfeiiold In the Northern market and luur iliuu^MUid diepoeed ot on tbe 
gmtnd.
